Firms To Seek Price Boosts

U.S. Steel Corp., the coun­

duction of Phase IV. 


Auto

have been the first of the big 
corporations to file their 30-day 
notices of price increases but 
many in other lines of business 
are expected to follow?. 
U.S. Steel said it expected to 
raise prices on sheet, strip and 
pipe products an average of 
about 5 per cent. The increases 
were 
si m iliar 
to 
those 
an ­ 
nounced in the spring but which 
were withdrawn because of the 
governm ent's price f r • 1 1 e. 
They are “ cost justified,” the 
com pany said.

increases in the price of sheet, 
strip and pipe products. 
Chrysler Corp. asked the Cost 
of Living Council for perm is­ 
sion to increase prices on 1974 
models by an average of $71. 
Am erican Motors also applied

Ford 
and 
General 
Motors 
were 
expected 
to

Under Phase IV, prices can 
be increased only as much as 
higher dollar costs to the seller. 
Big 
companies, 
those 
with 
annual sales of $100 million or 
more, are required to give the 
council 30 days notice before 
raising prices, but the increases 
are autom atic if the govern­ 
ment does not challenge them . 
R«instateman! Asked 
Armco Steel Corp. said it was 
asking to reinstate price hikes 
averaging 5 per cent on sheet 
steel products. These had been 
scheduled for June, but were 
disallowed by the freeze. 
The adm inistration would not 
give in on the freeze on beef 
that is scheduled to last until 
Sept.

U.S. Bombing Of Cambodia 
Ends Tonight; Reds Poised

Oiders to halt the bombing of 
Cambodia went out today from 
a peaceful Marine Corps base 
overlooking

American

before midnight EDT tonight— 
ending more than a decade of 
U.S. 
combat 
involvement

Southeast Asia and 160 consecu­ 
tivo days of the intensified air 
campaign in Cambodia. 
In those six months, the U.S. 
Air Force has dropped more 
than 240,000 tons of bombs on 
suspected rebel emplacements 
in Cambodia—nearly half again 
the 160,000 tons of conventional 
explosives dropped on Japan, in 
World War II. 
U.S. warplanes used their last 
hours 
in Cambodia today to 
give guerrillas in the jungles 
around 
Phnom 
Penh 
a 
final 
pounding before the cutoff. The 
heavy bombing shook fomvia- 
tions and rattled window’s in the 
city, but unruffled Cambodians 
went about their business as 
usual, oblivious to (he racket.

Mrs. Halleck Drowns In Fall 
From Boat Near Yellowstone Park 


WEST YELLOWSTONE, Mon. 
(UPI) — Mrs. Blanche Halleck, 
71, wife of form er House Repub­ 
lican leader Charles A. Halleck 
of 
Indiana, 
drowned 
Monday 
when she fell from a boat into 
t.he swift -flowing Madison River 
while fishing with her husband. 
Mrs. Halleck a body was re ­ 
covered immediately by a guide 
with whom the Hallecks were 
fishing in w ater described, as 
“ very fast.” 


The Hallecks, who were a r­ 
dent fishermen and spent much 
of their t*m* fishing since his 
retirem ent from a 34 year ca­ 
reer in Congress in the late 
1960s, were on a trip to this 
area in southwestern Montana 
only a short distance from Ye I 
lows tone National Park .in n ear­ 
by Wyoming. 


At Rensselaer, Ind.. longtime 
hometown of the Hallecks, Wil­ 
lis Wright, a family friend of 
the Hallecks. said he had talk 
ed 
with 
the 
Hallecks’ 
son, 
Charles, a Washington, D. €., 
judge, Monday night and that 
the son had few details of the 
tragedy. The son flew to Mon­ 
tana early today to be with his 
father. 
Wright, 
a 
furniture dealer, 
said the Hallecks returned from 
more fam iliar fishing haunts in 
Wisconsin only a few days be­ 
fore they went West for another 
angling trip. 
Mrs., Halleck, 71, was a native 
of Indianapolis where her father 
was a real estate businessman. 
She attended the public schools 
there and was graduated from 
Indiana University after m ajor­ 
ing in music and English, 
It was at the university cam p­ 
us at Bloomington where Mrs. 
Halleck and her future husband 
m et and they were m arried a 
year after her graduation. 
Twins Charles and Patricia 
were born two years later. The 
son is now a judge in Washing­ 
ton, I). C., where the Hallecks 


spent most of their tim e from 
Halleck’s election in 1935 to Con­ 
gress from the 2nd District until 
he 
retired 
in the late 
1960s 
after 34 years in the House. 
The Hallecks were both a r­ 
dent fishermen. They s p e n t 
their honeymoon at a lake in 
Northern Wisconsin and return­ 
ed to the sam e area year after 
year for fishing vacations. 
Mrs. Halleck was a slim. 5- 
foot 
Finch 
brunette in 
t h e 
years when she was at her pro­ 
minent husband's side during 
IgF political career. 


“ 1 
didn't 
know whether 
I 
would like politics or not,” she 
said in recalling their e a r l y 
years of m arriage. “ But I got 
used to it and enjoy accompany­ 
ing my husband on most of his 
trips to W ashington.” 
During the Republican nation­ 
al convention in Chicago in i960., 
Mrs. Halleck was one of 12 wo­ 
men who modeled inauguration 
gowns at a showing at the Con­ 
rad Hilton Hotel. 
Mrs. Halleck wrote 2 chapter 
in a book a dozen or so years 
ago entitled “ Politics, U.S.A.” 
The book was edited by Jam es 
Cannon and Mrs. Halleck wrote 
of the life of a politician s wife.

“This

experience,” said Ed Badger, 
head coach of the basketball 
team from, Wilbur Wright J.C.

countries. 
“ But maybe a l this is good— 
especially after what happened 
last year in Munich. AU I know 
is, we’re here to play basket­ 
ball, not to get involved in 
politics.”

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pro­ 
posals by a Ralph Nader re­ 
search group designed to elim­ 
inate the possibility of windfall 
profits in the government's cur­ 
rently dormant wheat export 
subsidy progTam could result in 
cutting down U.S. export sales, 
an Agriculture Department ex­ 
pert «ays. 
George Shanklin, an official of 
the departm ent’s Export Mar­ 
keting Service, says the Nader 
proposals are currently being 
studied by the agency. 
“We’re looking at the full 
range of options—from no sub­ 
sidy at all to the tightest pro­ 
gram that can be devised. I 
have no idea at ail what the 
final result will be,” Shanklin 
said. 
At the moment, the whole 
question is a c a d e m i c . The 
wheat export subsidy program, 
although technically still in ef­ 
fect, actually has been dormant 
since 
last 
September 
when 


booming world demand brought 
world wheat prices up to the 
U.S. level. The proposals for­ 
mally filed recently by Public 
Citizen, a Nader-sponsored pub­ 
lic interest group, are designed 
to revise subsidy regulations 
now so that “reforms” would be 
in effect w-hen, and if, world 
prices sink below U.S. levels 
and subsidy payments resume. 
The basic purpose of the ex­ 
port subsidy plan is to encour­ 
age U.S. wheat exports in a 
competitiva world market by 
enabling American exporters to 
compete with sellers in other 
countries. If the world price on 
a given day should be $1.65 a 
bushel, for example, and the 
domestic price was $1.75, the 
Agriculture 
Department 
that 
day would dffer a subsidy of 10 
cents a bushel, An exporter 
then could afford to pay the 
higher U.S. price for grain and 
still compete with a foreigner 
selling at $1.65.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It is 
true that the Senate considers 
itself at least as first among 
equals and tends to peer down 
is imperious .nose at the House. 
After all, the House is a 
large, somewhat unruly group— 
its members running for re- 
election every two years—even 
though débate is limited. 
The House has even been 
known to break into song on the 
night of adjournment. 
Not like 'the Senate, at all. 
The Senate is. a nice little 
club where membership runs at 
least six years; there is ample 
opportunity for making a long 
speech; the atmosphere is 
sedately stuffy. 
Would Bury House 
And should there be a slight 
stagger in the step of a senator 
on an adjournment night, 
certainly it must 'be that 
Infirmities of age are under­ 
mining the knees. 
But the lordly attitude of the 
Senate may have gone a little 
far this year. 
In tffect, what the Senate 
would like to do is put the 
House under the ground. 
Not the whole bou.se', mind 
ym, but three stories of office 
space, somewhere out of sight 
between the Capitol and the 
three House office buildings. 
The proposal to turn House 
members into moles is con­ 
tained in the legislative appro­ 
priations bill for fiscal 1974 as 
passed by the Senate. 
'The Senate can justifiably 
argue that It uses underground 
fftcilitiea—for a subway, cafete­ 
rias, a barber shop, mail 
rooms, mimeograph machines, 
and parking. 
Mole-in-the-Hole 
But when the Senate needed 
more office apace several years 
ago, it annexed an. old. hotel— 
.above .ground. 
In the report on its legislativ e 


money bill, the Senate ap­ 
peared more concerned about 
trees and shrubbery than House 
members. 
At one point, the report said: 
“It could, be that to save a. 
couple of trees, a smaller area 
at the south, end would be 
utilized by the House.” 
But the Senate opted for a 
three-story construction which 
“would still leave ample space 
of a five-foot coverage for trees 
and shrubbery.” 
Trying to be kind, the report 
said the offices “should be of a. 
high-ceiling type so as not to 
give a mole-tn-the-hole effect.” 
But the senators weren’t sure 
that House members need real 
daylight. 
“An aperture at the surface 
could provide daylight 
if 
desired but the mem 'her. s must 
be reminded that 'both the hall 
of the House of Representatives 
and the Senate chambers are 
window les s.” 
The House, 
which wants 
extra office 
space in an 
extension of the west front of 
the capitol, has signaled its 
reaction to the Senate proposal. 
The Senate sent the bill to 
conference July 19. The House 
hasn’t even bothered to appoint 
conferees. 
Perhaps the issue could be 
settled in an 
unused bomb 
shelter.

out a weekly column a* “asso­ 
ciate editor” of the weekly 
Paoli New* despite the fact 
he’s 95 years old, wifi be honor­ 
ed next week as the oldest 
member of the Indiana Demo­ 
cratic Editorial Association.
